Dear Mr. Hutchison: 


Napoleon, Ohio must have been settled by people from New York 
or Southern Ontario as the 4 shilling prices represent 50 cents 
or half a U.S. dollar. New York money of account was 8 shillings 
to the Spanish dollar during the pre-Revolutionary War period 
and carried over in areas settled by former New York state or 
Southern Ontario residents. The American dollar was based upon 
the Spanish-American dollar known also as the "piece of eight" 
because its denomination in Spanish-America was actually 8 reales. 
The New York Stock Exchange has traded in eights from its 
beginnings based on this unit. 


The New Jersey deed is in New Jersey money of account which 
is 7 shillings 6 pence of the Spanish dollar and 490 represents 
1,800 shillings equal to $240 or $1.20 per acre.
